If Adm iral C arney w as just trying to prove 
how im portant is the N avy to our s u r \i\a l. he 
needn’t have been so graphic about it.

It recognized 
that there is an unjust double tax 
on the incom e from investm ents 
a lrea d y but instead of putting an 
end to the injustice by elim inating 
it entirely it decided to shave it 
just a little. In that w ay it pro­ 
vided a weapon for the opposition 
without providing any real relief. 
The reduction of the tax on divi­ 
dends w as therefore a feeble ges­ 
ture which has now provided a se­ 
rious political issue for the opposi­ 
tion. 
It 
also 
introduces 
into politics 
the vicious practice of brazen bid­

This sort of seesaw politics can 
well be the fatal m alignancy that 
can destroy all pretense of free 
and orderly governm ent. 
For no

The m oney to support the pres­ 
ent expenditures of the federal gov­ 
ernm ent sim ply does not exist in 
the high incom es. It w as stated on 
the unim peachable authority of the 
Tax Foundation last year that if 
all individual incom es over $10,000 
w ere taxed IOO per cent, the addi­ 
tional yield would be only 4^4 bil­ 
lion dollars. 


THAT WOULD LEAVE about 58 
billion to be paid by corporations 
and by t h e e in the low er incom e 
levels. 
And since a corporation tax is 
substantially an excise passed on 
to the consum er in higher prices 
the lower incom es would have to 
support that too. John D. R ocke­ 
feller Jr.. pays only an infinitely 
sm all portion of the 52 per cent 
corporation tax. It is paid by the 
m illions of Joe D oakeses when th ey 
buy shoes, diapers or gasoline. 
Finally it should be rem arked 
that this w hole issue m ight have 
been avoided by the E isenhow er 
adm inistration in another sim ple 
u'ay. It m ight have spent less and 
thus balanced the budget this year 
and last.

NEW YORK Uh — Fish of the 
seven seas have come bountifully 
to the aid of the housewife for the 
lenten season starting today. 
Several im portant varieties of 
fish swam into P a c i f i c Coast 
w aters last year in the biggest 
schools in years. Canners, encour­ 
aged by high prices of fish and the 
byproducts of fish m eal and oil, 
put up record or near record packs. 
Fisherm en from Japan and Peru 
len t their catch. European w aters 
contributed canned or smoked deli­ 
cacies. South Africa sent lobster 
tails. 
And new ways of processing and 
distributing have widened the m ar­ 
ket and built up the consumption of 
fish. 
The frozen fish industry, grow­ 
ing rapidly, is expecting its best 
sales 
year. 
It 
has 
194 
million 
pounds in storage to feed the m ulti­ 
tude. This puts stocks IO per cent 
ahead of a year ago. 
Fresh fish handlers say their 
business holds up well, in spite of 
the inroads of the processed pro­ 
ducts. This is largely true in the 
coastal states. 
Frozen fish companies say that 
in the last year or so their product , 
has increased per capita consum pt 
tion in the interior regions where i 
historically 
fish, 
w hcther

w ater or salt, hasn’t been a favor­ 
ed food.

T h i s 
was 27^2 million m ore pounds than 
the previous year. They have 194 
million pounds ready for lent. 
The National Wholesale Frozen 
Food Distributors Assn. thinks one 
fifth of the seafood sold these days 
is hauled up by the housewife from j 
the freezer cabinets in the m arkets. 
The industry boasts of its lucky 
catch of that lady’s fancy in the 
sum m er of 1953 wrhen it brought 
out frozen fish sticks.

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Midland Wins 21st Contest To Set New School Season Record

The Midland Leopards Tuesday 
night capped the m ost successful1 
basketball season in the history of 
the school and b e c a m e the first 
WPIAL Section 8 team ever to 
com plete league play undefeated. 
The two m ilestones were reached 
with

methodical 71-40 victory 
over the Freedom Bulldogs in a 
dull gam e on the Midland floor. 
) 
The triumph — the 21st of the 
season against one loss — enabled 
the Leopards to surpass the mark 
of 21 wins and three defeats posted 
by Coach Ed McClusky’s 1945-46 
crew. 
Many team s, including Midland 
last year, finished the Section 8 
cam paign with only one setback, 
but none ever achieved a perfect 
league record u^tii the Leopards 
notched their 14th consecutive sec­ 
tional victory lest night. 
Except for the two new' marks 
established by the Leopards, the 
gam e was of no significant value 
or importance. Midland wrapped 
tip its second straight Section 8 
title—and 
seventh 
since 
1940—10 
days ago and has m erely played 
out the schedule in the final three 
gam es. 
Of course the loss knocked the 
Bulldogs out of a possible tie for 
second or a sure deadlock or un­ 
disputed possession of third place 
in the final standings. But since 
Midland took over sole possession 
of the lead in the second week of 
league play, interest has faded con­ 
siderably. 
While the Leopards were winning 
their 15th consecutive victory since 
an exhibition loss to Beaver Falls, 
Freedom ’s Section 8 record w a s 
evened at seven win*, against a like 
number of defeats. 
The Bulldogs were tied w i t h 
Hopewell and Monaca for t h i r d 
place, one gam e behind Beaver. 
Midland was off to a poor start, 


but after taking the lead for the 


first time with 4.30 left in the sec­ 
ond period, the Leopards coasted 
in the second half.
